A S residents eagerly anticipate the 
opening of four new London 
Overground stations in the 
borough, Hackney Today was 
given a sneak preview of the service. 

Trains were running through Shoreditch 
High Street, Hoxton, Haggerston and 
Dalston Junction for final testing and we 
were shown on board to experience the 
extended East London line. 

Newly-trained staff guided us 
through the stations, as the 
finishing touches were being 
made, and onto modern four-car 
trains which have air 
conditioning, wheelchair bays 
and more space than the 
previous fleet. 

Drivers have been training on 
the route for six months and are 
looking forward to doing the job 
real, with an initial service of 
eight trains an hour from Dalston 
Junction to New Cross Gate expected to 
begin running imminently. 

A full service of 12 trains an hour is 
planned to run through that section from 
23 May. At New Cross Gate, it will split 
with four trains an hour running further 
south to West Croydon, Crystal Palace 
and New Cross. 

Transport for London will extend the 
line north to Highbury and Islington by 
spring 2011 and further south to 
Clapham by 2012, with an intended 16 
trains an hour running through the 
borough by that time - equivalent to 
Tube frequency. 

Following a smooth journey through 
the borough, we ended our guided tour at 
Dalston Junction, where we were struck 
by the sheer scale of the station, with four 
platforms and a spacious ticket hall made 
up of stainless steel panelling. 

With the £l.4billion upgrade almost 
complete, it appears Hackney is on track 
for faster, more comfortable travel.

Work together 
for what can’t 
be done alone

ACKNEY is 
famously the 
‘world’s borough’, 
and a short walk 
along any high street will 
show you a global 
contribution to its thriving 
and diverse local economy. 

For nearly a quarter of a 
century, Algin Saydar has 
been working behind the 
scenes to create better 
services for residents, and 
to help those in need to 
access them. 

Originally from 
Istanbul, Turkey, she came 
to London in 1979 and 
while a student, began 
working for the BBC 
Turkish service during the 
early 1980s, putting 
together radio news 
broadcasts and 
programmes. 

In 1986, Algin started 
work for Hackney 
Council, in the newly 
established Women’s Unit, 
and helped produce the 
country’s first guidelines 
on how authorities should 
tackle domestic violence. 
They were launched at the 
House of Commons with 
veteran campaigner Claire 
Rayner, and the British 
Library requested a copy. 

Algin began working 
part-time for a Shoreditch 
charity named Health 
Advocacy and Counselling 
Services for Turkish- 
speaking Communities, 
while at the same time 
starting a part-time job at 
City and Hackney Primary 




Care Trust in 1997. She 
paired volunteer mothers 
with young, pregnant 
Kurdish, Turkish and 
Turkish-Cypriot women 
who had no relatives in 
this country, to provide 
support and advice.

The charity later 
changed its name to 
Derman, and Algin was 
appointed its director in 
2000. It had been set up 
in the early 1990s to 
ensure the thousands 
of Kurdish and Turkish 
residents on its books 
could access NHS services; 
that they were receiving 
the support they were 
entitled to; and to provide 
an insight for health 
professionals into these 
communities and their 
perceptions of illnesses 
and medical issues. 

“Hackney has always 
welcomed people, 
wherever they are from,” 
Algin said, adding that she 
is absolutely passionate 
about enabling Kurdish, 
Turkish and Turkish- 
Cypriot residents to access 
local services. 

Before retiring in 2009, 
Algin played an active role 
in Team Hackney, the 
borough’s partnership 


with local voluntary sector 
services. She was one of 
six representatives on the 
Children and Young 
People’s Partnership 
Board, while also chairing 
the borough’s Children 
and Young People’s 
Providers Forum. 

She said: “I think 
partnership between the 
statutory and voluntary 
sectors is partly being in 
tune with and really caring 
about the borough, and 
partly being committed to 
making things better - 
it’s shouldering something 
together that can’t be 
done alone.” 

During her time in 
Hackney, Algin has seen 
quite a few changes over 
the past few decades, not 
least how some relatively 
new arrivals have made 
their own contribution to 
the borough. 

She said: “I think the 
Kurdish and Turkish 
communities have 
enlivened the economy of 
Hackney. I remember 
Kingsland High Street and 
Stoke Newington High 
Street in the 1980s, it was 
very different to what 
it is now. 

“Hackney’s become a 
more vibrant and exciting 
place. Communities who 
have not necessarily come 
from this country have put 
a heck of a lot into it.”

Still a wonderful thing

Kid Creole 

Barbican, Silk Street, EC2, 23 April 

WATCHING August Darnell - aka Kid Creole 
- on stage it’s difficult not to feel a little old. 
After more than 30 years in the business, 
the man still moves with more fluidity than 
people half his age - this reviewer included. 
Bashing out hit after hit - Stool Pigeon and 
It’s A Wonderful Thing are just two of the 
best - with theatrical passion with the horn 
section, bongos and wah-wah guitar, it felt 
like they were being performed for the first 
time, a testament both to Kid Creole’s 
professionalism and talent. 

Attending as part of the La Linea Latin 
Music festival, the Barbican's capacity 
crowd more than played their part too. 

By the time seminal hit ‘Annie, I’m Not Your 


Daddy’ comes on, some fans were making 
a dash to the stage to jump with Kid while 
the other 2,000 dance in unison. 

The Coconuts were the only blemish on an 
otherwise faultless evening. 

It’s too easy to apply a whole number of bad 
puns - besides, my favourite was my 
companion’s ‘dessicated’ - but they lacked 
the vocal talent to reproduce some of the 
Kid’s female-led numbers. 

And whether, in hindsight, Barbican will 
rethink a performer that brings together 
such a crowd - old soul boys and girls, 
divas and young disco-verers - partying 
into the night for a further two hours 
with DJs Horse Meat Disco is another 
matter entirely. 

Chances are there were a few feeling a bit 
sore the next morning; but the way Kid 
Creole has taken care of himself over the 
years, he probably wasn’t one of them.

ERVICES at St 
Leonard’s Hospital 
have started 
relocating ahead of 
construction of a new health 
centre on the Hoxton site. 

Staff at the NHS City and 
Hackney’s headquarters 
began moving to new homes 
this month, so work could 
begin on the South West 
Primary Care Resource 
Centre - one of four new 
health hubs. 


The physiotherapy 
department will operate 
from 52B Well Street, E9, 
from 4 May. Community 
sexual health services, 
currently at The Ivy Centre, 
are moving to Shepherdess 
Walk, Nl, in late May. Both 
services are due to be 
permanently based in the 
new centre when it opens 
in 2012. 

The foot health and

First of its kind 

RESIDENTS in the North East of the borough can 
now access extended after hours services, thanks to 
Hackney’s newest health centre. 

The Springfield GP-led Health Centre, which 
opened on 29 March, is the first of its kind in the 
borough. Open seven days a week, from 8am to 
8pm, the centre in Oldhill Street, N16, offers a walk- 
in service so patients can avoid going to hospital for 
injuries or illnesses which are not life-threatening. 

GP appointments and walk-in services are 
available to all, including visitors to Hackney, or 
people who are not registered with a GP, provided 
they are eligible for NHS services. 

Patients who cannot book a GP’s appointment 
because of work or other commitments can still take 
advantage of childhood vaccinations, seasonal flu 
immunisations, emergency contraception, sexual 
health advice and stop smoking clinics. 

Terilla Bernard, Deputy Director of Primary Care 
Commissioning at NHS City and Hackney, said: 
“We are excited about the new GP-led health centre, 
and the benefits it will offer to patients in the North 
East of Hackney. There is a drive to increase access 
to primary care across England, and the centre is an 
example of NHS City and Hackney’s commitment 
to this at a local level.” 

The clinic’s services are delivered under NHS City 
and Hackney, but run by independent healthcare 
provider, The Lawson Practice. The centre, which is 
built on the site of the former Oldhill Practice, will 
continue to treat former patients.

F ilms, in some form 
or another, have 
been shown at the 
Dalston site of 
today’s Rio Cinema for just 
over 100 years. 

The earliest record of a 
fledgling cinema is an 
application in 1909 to 
build an extension to the 
premises at 105 Kingsland 
High Street to house a 
‘cinematograph machine 
chamber’. 

The proprietor was Clara 
Ludski, who started 
showing ‘animated 
pictures’ at the auction 
house she ran in the 
building. Animated pictures 


were a precursor to cinema 
theatre. They were first 
shown in fairgrounds, 
village halls and converted 
shops from 1907 onwards. 

On 14 May 1914, 
a further application was 
made to construct a new 
cinematograph theatre, 
incorporating the two 
adjacent sites of 103 and 
107 Kingsland High Street, 
designed by Adams and 
Coles Architects. 

The Kingsland Empire 
opened on 29 April 1915, 
with a seating capacity of 
over 900. It was an 
impressive building with a 
hexagonal tower over the 
front entrance and was 
decorated in Grecian style. 
It included a tea room and 
gallery. There was also a 


music enclosure in front of 
the screen for the small 
orchestras that 
accompanied the films. 

In the 1930s, ownership 
of the Kingsland Empire 
Ltd changed hands a 
number of times, before 
being bought by Capital 
and Provincial News 
Theatres in 1936. 

The building was 
extensively reconstructed 
and redesigned by 
renowned cinema architect 
Frederick Bromige. 

It re-opened as The 
Classic on 1 8 December, 
1937, with 561 seats. At 
the opening ceremony, the 
then Mayor of Hackney 
expressed his satisfaction 
that ‘approximately 75 per 
cent of the men employed 


on the building were 
local residents’. The new 
picture palace was also 
praised for having the 
latest technology. 

As part of the Classic 
chain, the cinema was 
subject to all the company’s 
various attempts to attract 
audiences. In the 1950s, it 
changed its name from the 
The Classic Cartoon 
Cinema, to the The Classic 
Continental, and back to 
The Classic all within the 
space of 12 months. 

It even operated for a 
time as a cinema club, 
which entitled it to show 
uncensored films. The 
Tatler Cinema Club opened 
on 3 May 1970, but had 
ceased to operate by 1975, 
reverting to regular 


screenings under the 
name The Classic. 

On 9 April 1976, it was 
re-born once again, this 
time as the Rio Cinema. 
The sub-lease to the 
cinema had been bought 
by businessman Paul 
Theodorou. 

However, it did not prove 
to be a profitable venture, 
and he sold the lease in 
1977. After a short period 
as a community centre and 
vigorous attempts to secure 
funding, the Rio re-opened 
in 1979. It was to operate 


as an independent 
community cinema. In 
February 1984, when The 
Ace in Stoke Newington 
closed, the Rio became the 
borough’s only cinema, 
which it remains today. 

It continues to show both 
mainstream and arthouse 
films, has screenings for 
parents and young 
children, and hosts events 
such as the Turkish and 
Kurdish Film Festival.

Spring 

broth 

Serves two 



Ingredients for veg stock 

• 500ml water 

• 4 medium carrots 

• 3 medium onions 

• 1 small garlic bulb 

• 1 leek 

• Vi celery head 

• 5 bay leaves 

• Generous tbs of fennel seeds. 


• 3 fresh tomatoes - chopped 

• 1 50g of pulses such as cannellini or kidney 

• 1 50g new potatoes - chopped 

• A generous handful of wild garlic 

• Use a range of spring herbs such as mint, 
basil, lemon balm, borage, oregano 

and parsley. 

Top tips 


Method 

• Chop and dice the carrot, onion, garlic, leek 
and celery. Cover the vegetables with cold 
water and bring to the boil quickly. Once 
brought to the boil, immediately turn down to 
a very low heat for approximately 5 mins. 
Throw in herb stalks. If time allows let 
stock infuse overnight. Then remove veg 
and it’s ready to use. 

From stock to broth 

• Take 500ml of stock, bring it to the boil and 
add the spring vegetables you require. The 
following vegetables have just come into 
season and make a delicious addition to this 
broth. Alternatively, throw in any spring 
vegetable you like 

• 1 50g purple sprouting broccoli 

• 6 asparagus spears - chopped
